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RIVISE WINS CALIFORNIA OPEN 


Irving Rivise of Los Angeles is the new California Open Cham- 
pion. Rivise tied Joe Mego of Los Angeles and Ray Martin of Santa 
Monica on game scores, 6-1, and scored 23 tie-breaking points 
against Mego’s 215 and Martin’s 205 to become the West Coast’s 
first seeded player in the U.S. Championship~Rosenwald Trophy tour~ 
nament in December, in New York. 


Rivise scored five wins and two draws, one with Mego, in 
accumilating his six points. Mego was also undefeated. Martin won 
six games and lost one, to Rivise in the sixth round. Seven players 
tied with 53-15 scores: Louis Spinner (Montrose), Robion Kirby 
(Chicago), Bob Cross (L-A.), Vladimir Pafnutieff (S.F.), Bill 
Addison (S.F.), Don Foley (San Jose), and Erik Osbun (Santa Rosa) 

A new attendance record of 114 was set. 


After three rounds the field was split into championship and 
reserve flights, Ostap Bender of Sacramento won the Reserves title 
over Carl Bitzer of China Lake. Both players scored 4s-23, but 
Bender had 113 tie-breaking points to Bitzer's 103 
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THE CALIFORNIA OPEN, ROUND BY ROUND 


The 1958 California Open will not go down in history as one of 
our better-staged events. We not only were not able to play in the 
hotel where headguarters were, but even if we had the room it would 
not have been large enough. The Carrillo Auditorium was obtained, 
but it was seven or eight blocks from the Hotel Barbara; besides, 
players were scattered all over Santa Barbara, and some even at 
Buellton, 45 nile up the highway:

ign-up was held on Saturday morning, August 30, at the 
Barbara. After the record~breaking 114 contestants were registered, 
they were sent over to the Carrillo Auditorium (there were a fe 

who went to the Carrillo Hotel auditorium instead, but they eventual 
ly found their way to the right place). Upon arrival, it was f 
that the room we had rented was under size; we immediately made 
negotiations for a larger room, but this could not be made available 
until Sunday. But we had a tournament to play, and the players had 
to be squeezed in somehow. The management of the auditorium brought 
in more tables from somewhere in town, and while the pairings were 
being made a crew of volunteers set up another row of tables along 
the wall where our entrance-way was located. (This took away our 
means of getting in and out, and for the rest of the first day 
anyone who finished a game had to climb over everybody to turn in 
the result and get out of the room. The tournament director got out 
through the alley, via the back door.) 


ROUND ONE: There being no public address system, the first round’s 
pairings were shouted out from the director?s desk (at great expense 
of wear and tear on the vocal chords, already suffering from a bad 
by one the paired players were seated, and after a coi 
siderable length of time the games were under way and all was still. 
he first round was played at 30 moves per hour and the field was 
number one played number 57, number two played number 58, 
n; there were 113 players at first, so there was one bye.)

Freed (L.A.) beat Dr. Ben Gross (S.F.); Dr. Bruce Collins (Santa 
Monica) beat Tom Fries (L.A.); E. A» Shields (Bakersfield) beat

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ROUND THREE, 9:00 P.M. August 30: The rate of play was now a normal 
40 moves in two hours, and some critical meetings were taking place. 


There was a dance going on upstairs, but the noise was not excessive 
except that now and then the ceiling would jump. There was some sort 
of folk dance which was popular enough to be repeated several times, 
in which thedancers came down hard onthe floor atregular intervals. 


The upset of the evening was Louis Spinner*s win over 1957 champ 
Gil Ramireze The important games were Addison 1, Soules 0; Ramirez 0, 
Spinner 1; Rivise 1, Grant 0; Standers 0, Martin 1; rafnutieft i, 
Ludlow O; Barry 1, Foley 0; Osbun 5, Borochow 33 Nieder 0, Kirby 1; 
Mego 1, Collins 0; and Frankenstein 1, Shields 0. 


ROUND FOUR, 1:00P-M. August 31: The Lodge Room of the auditorium was 
secured for the second and third days of the tournament. This room 
was much larger than that used during the first day, and was bordered 
with seats for the audiencee After a morning off, the players were 
comparatively refreshed and ready for the two middle rounds - the 
tmake or break" rounds which have killed off many an aspirant for 
championship honors. The featured pairings were: Kirby-Addison, 
Rivise-Mego, Martin-Frankenstein, Spinner-Pafnutieff, and Cross- 
Barry- All these had three points except Cross (2 s); and after the 
round was over there were only three left with perfect scores of 4-0: 
Kirby, Martin, and Spinner. This was attrition, indeed§ (To reduce 
114 players to three perfect scores in four rounds would appear to 

be a tournament director's dream; but, alas, when it happens so early 
it does not make the winner emerge any easier. In fact, the ideal 
would be to have not three, but eight perfect scores with three 
rounds to goe Then, you could expect no more than four after the 
fifth round, and two after the sixth, thus setting up the ideal 
finish between two perfect scores. Of the. three perfect scores after 
the fourth round, only one tied for first place; the other two were 
laying back one-half a point.) 


For the fourth round pairings, the field was split and the 
Reserves Section established. Here, 46 players with one point or 
less would vie for a separate title and trophy. This. section was 
paired independently of the championship section, and Sgt. Robert A. 
Karch was installed as its tournament director. From now on, the 
time required between rounds for the mechanical labor of pairing 
would be reduced. 


ROUND FIVE, 7:30P.M. August 31: This round went far to determine the 
small group from which the final winner would be selected. Ray 
Martin beat Robion Kirby and stood alone at five points, as Spinner 
lost to Rivise. Mego stunned Cross in a major upset, while Borochow 
beat Smook to join the ranks of the AS- ‘pointers. Burke held Addison 
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to a draw, Ramirez beat Barry, Pafnutieff beat Haines, Rinaldo and 
Hamman drew, Beach and Krause drew, Frankenstein beat Bean, Henderson 
beat Plock (an upset), Wyperel beat Grant (another upset), and 
Rupeiks drew with Standers. All this meant that Martin (S points) 
was being challenged by Piece, Mego, and Borochow (all 4% points), 
with Ramirez, Kirby, Pafnutieff, Henderson, Smith, Spinner, and 
Vybiral all following with 4 points. A lot of fine players were 
already out of contention. In the Reserves, Golomb and Farly had 

5 points, half a point ahead of Bender, Freeman, Schlosser, Bitzer, 
and Blackstone.

ROUND ND SEVEN, 4:00 P.M Me September 1: The pairings for the last round 
were not exactly ideal, but they were reasonably clear-cut. It's a 
serious matter to set up the pairings when not only some handsome 
phe prizes depend upon the ECR but also an invitation to play 
iis UeS- Championship..-we were fortunate to have on hand as a 
lunteer helper the note e tournament director of the U.S. Open of 
o4 and perennial director of all important events in the Southern 
ssociation, Newton Grant of San Diego, formerly New Orleans. There 
were two players with 55 scores and three players with 5. We both 
saw at once that Rivise-Pafnutieff was forced, since Rivise had 
already played Mego, Martin, and 5 inner. The next problem was to

pair Mego, the other player with 53 points. ae were two possi- 
bilities, Martin and Spinner...we flipped a coin, and Spinner drew 


the honors: Martin was paired with the oleae with the best Solkoff 
score at the time, Borochow.e The stage was set, and if either 
Rivise or Mego won, the winner would be clear-cut. If they both won 
or if both drew, the points amassed by their "horses" would decide. 
If they both drew and Martin won (as actually happened), there would 
be a three-way tie to be decided by the “horses.'* The players 
flipped a coin for colors, and Pafnutieff, Mego and Borochow drew 
the Whites. Pafnutieff and Rivise played a 15-move draw, Mego and 
Spinner played an 18-move draw, and when Martin beat Borochow in 30 
moves, it was all over except for tallying the tie-breaking points. 
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The prizes were divided without regard to tie-break, as ie 
6 points, $93; 55 points, $27; 5 points, $13; 44 points, $2.50. The 
prize fund amounted to $554.50. 


The financial report on the tournament was, on the whole, satis- 
factorye Except for the not-anticipated outlay of $105 in rent, the 
event made more money than ever before. The record-breaking turnout 
of 114 paid a record-breaking total of $1,125 to play. The Califor- 
nia State Chess Federation gained 70 membership fees and the United 
States Chess Federation gained 54. There was a handsome prize fund 
of $570, so that it was possible to have a first prize of $125, 
second of $90, third of $65, and fourth of $45, ranging down to 22nd 
prize of $5. There were also two best-game prizes of $5 each. 

There was $105 for directors? expenses (divided somewhat unevenly 
between W. Ge McClain and Sgt. Robert Karch).

The net profit was actually $93.50 after the donation of $1.50 
by one of the prizewinners; out of the profit must come the expenses 
of the two trophies (one for Champion Rivise and one for Reserves 

titleist Bender - and, ofcourse, the 70 subscriptions to THE REPORTER). 


Conclusions and recommendations: First, it must be stated with- 
out any reservations that the requirement of $100% membership in the 
U.S. Chess Federation was just as successful as Business Manager 
Kenneth Harkness of the USCF predicted all along. The maximum pay- 
ment for a player who owed dues to both federations was $13.50; 
while this seemed pretty steep at first, it evidently did not keep 
many players away’ Secondly, it looks to this observer as though 
Santa Barbara is not the ideal venue for the California Open. We 
must face the facts: On the Labor Day week end a tourist mecca like 
Santa Barbara is not interested in our affairs; the hotels and 
motels can fill their rooms without any trouble. Next year it will 
probably be wiser to hold our tournament in one of the Central Val- 
ley towns where the hotels will be glad to have us. The hot weather 
en route to the tournament may be uncomfortable, but once we get 
there we can sit down in air-conditioned comfort and play out the 
California Open with enough elbow-room, for a change!

of Commerce. 


Ostap Bender of Sacramento won the A trophy, Robert Oberg of 
Richmond won the B trophy, Richard Tally of San Francisco won the 
C trophy, Mike Hoogasian of San Francisco won the junior trophy, 
and Mrs. M. Bartholomew of Hayward won the women?ts trophy. Coming 
the longest distance were Mr. and Mrs. Elmer Burlingame of Phoenix;

During the summer months some regional crowns were awarded: 
In Santa Monica, Ray Martin won the first George Steven memorial 
tourney ahead of Bob Cross, Irving Rivise, Leslie Simon and a dozen 
other strong players; Don Young, Paul Klaus, Bob Harshbarger and 
Gordon Palmer all shared first place in two sections of the Expert 
Candidates? tournament; and in Sacramento young Bill Haines won the 
championship flight of the first Sacramento Regional tournament.

Ray Martin of SantaMonica won the tournament played as a memo- 
rial to the late George Steven, one of the founders of the Santa 
Monica Bay Chess Club, by the fine score of 7-1. Martin lost only 
one game, to Bob Cross, and registered seven good wins to take the 
first prize of $75. Tied for second were Cross, Irving Rivise and 
Leslie Simon, all with 53-23 scores which were good for $25 each. 


Cross was the early leader, scoring four out of four until losing 
in the fifth round to Rivise. This put Martin, Cross, and Rivise in 
‘a three-way tie for first. In the sixth round Martin won from John 
Jaffray, Cross beat Jack Kliger, and Rivise drew with Gordon Palmer; 
this left Martin and Cross tied for first. In the seventh round 
Martin took sole possession of first place by beating Kliger, while 
Cross drew with Palmer.

Now that you have imagined such a book, there is no need to 
write it, since Hermann Hesse, Swiss author of many extraordinary 
books, has done so already. And if some of the ideas seem extrava- 
gant, it is only because I outline them so bluntly. Hessefs 
MAGISTER LUDI won the Nobel prize for literature which is recommenda- 
tion enough—small need for me to gild the lily or bedizen the rose. 


What has this to do with improving your game of chess? Very 
little, I suppose, and yet very much. Is not the complete man— 
the hypothetical man of imagination, intelligence and cultural 
interests~is he not also the complete chess-player? 


At least, if he isn*t, perhaps we can agree he ought to be.

The Yugoslavs, whose enthusiasm for chess problems is even 
greater than for the game, seized the opportunity presented by the 
Interzonal Tournament at Portoroz to hold the first international 
problem congress ever attempted — at nearby Piran just prior to 
the Portoroz affair (at which Fisher qualified for the Candidates 
Tournament with a 12-8 score)e The Congress was a stunning success: 
Twenty countries were represented with at least one problemist each; 
Germany had nine, Russia three, UeSeAs twoe Some time last January; 

s were sent out by Dr. Petrovic (who edits the officia 
problem publication PROBLEM), with the offer of all expenses except 
transportation. Porvalanely, two good friends of mine, Vaux Wilson 
and Newman Guttman, were able to combine business with pleasure and 
make the trip. Mr. Wilson had just about developed a system for 
scoring chess problems, and was invited to present it to the Con- 
gresse From my work on it over the past two years, I expected it 
to be received as a curiosity (on the usual grounds that there is 
no scientific measure of art), but it turned out to be the feature

Half the pleasure of such a meeting, of course, was the 
prospect of meeting face-to-face the famous composers whose only 
previous identity was a name. The readers of THE REPORTER are 
familiar with the great names of Ellerman, Mansfield, Hartong, 
Loschinsky, Umnov, Halverstadt, Hjelle, Albrecht — how about set- 
ting up a problem for these gentlemen to criticize? Mr. Wilson 
found Loschinsky very distant — otherwise, the problemists were 
outgoing and extremely curious about each other, exchanging auto- 
graphed books and pictures.

Probably a dozen or more have informed him about Gand-Terneuzen before 
this, but if not, here is the dope for him. GAND is the Flemish (and 
French) name for the city we know as Ghent, Belgium (Germans write the 
name GENT). Asto Terneuzen, I dontt know whether it is in Belgium or 
Holland, but it is not too far from Ghent and Ostende, and presumably 
the tournament of 1929 was one of those roving events, so common and 
so popular in those parts. The Capablanca-Euwe match of 1931, and the 
great AVRO tournament of 1938, saw the principals playing inRotterdanm, 
Amsterdam, The Hague, Harlem, Groningen, and other hot spots of Dutch 
chess- Even the Candidates? Tournament of 1953, which is popularly 
known as having been played in Zurich, had its first eight rounds in 
Newhausen, a little village on the Rhine, some 30 miles from Zurich. 
Since this event was played at a time when George Koltanowski was in 
his prime as an international master, he could certainly tell Mr.

Mechanics? Institute Chess Club has been the scene of many 
triumphs by Charles Bagby, but this last one was the sweetest. 
Scoring a solid 53-13 over the Thanksgiving holidays - against Cali- 
fornia's finest players - he became State Champion for the first 
time in an otherwise highly successful career. 


The victory was hard won. First of all, Bagby had to outstrip 
Addison, whose impressive score of 5-2 was marred by the loss of a 
full point and a half to the last two finisherse There were also 
some uncertain moments when Wang, for example, held a win over Bagby 
in his hand, only to let it slip. Incidentally, Wang seemed to play 
hardest against the top players, as if this were something that 
"really mattered." 


Rivise was understandably disappointed in his play - which was 
competent enough but lacking in his usual imaginatione The rest of 
the field was never in contention, but contributed many interesting 
games.

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GAME OF THE MONTH - by Charles Bagby 


Even the best annotations to games give us but a minimal 
insight into the thought processes of the player. Alekhin's notes 
are universally acclaimed for their excellence but they are in sub- 
stance merely an explanation of the possibilities available in a 
position too complex for the reader's understanding. By and large 
they do not tell us what Alekhin himself thought and considered 
when he was faced with the necessity of moving against his opponent. 


Likewise, there has been almost nothing said directly about 
the emotional experiences of a player during a gamee Botvinnik has 
indeed made statements in notes from which we can discern the pos- 
sibility of vast emotional storms about which nothing has been 
directly saide In exciting situations he has remarked, for example, 
"White manages to preserve his presence of mind and....* or "Black 
retains sufficient calmness tOecee™ Is it true that emotion and 
excitement are part of the game even for the most distinguished 
master? Does Reshevsky suffer from almost overwhelming tension 
during those frequent games in which he is short of time? Did 
Capablanca fail to foresee moves of his opponent and when they were 
made on the board did his heart leap at the surprise? It would be 
a fascinating thing if we had some insight into the emotional re- 
sponse of the great players to the crucial situations that can arise 
in a game of chess. It would likewise be of great interest if we 
could be informed as to their thought processes in evaluating a po- 
sition and in deciding upon a line of play. But unfortunately on 
the topic of the emotional response the record is silent and on the 
heading of the thought processes we are remitted to the cold, super- 
ficial distillation of the annotation. 


In the game that follows there is an attempt to supply that 
which is missing, to give the feelings of a player in the course of 
a game, to set down his emotional reactions, his hopes, his fears, 
his excitement, his efforts to master himself as well as to master 
his opponent. The annotations. are not those that. are produced by 
afterthought but spring from the actual. calculation made during the 
course of the game. They may be,.of course,.either correct or in- 
correct, for their purpose is not to explain the complex position 
to the readers but rather to explain the complex position to the 
player. 


This method of reporting what has come to be known as the 
"stream of consciousness" is not new in literature, for it will be 
recalled that it was the technique of James Joyce*s novel ™Ulysses;™ 
but so far as we know, this is the first time that it has ever been 
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used in chesse We believe that our readers will find Charles 
Bagby*s article most interesting and we would appreciate their com- 
ments on how his pattern of emotional response in the course of the 
game corresponds to their own. In any event, the CHESS REPORTER is 
happy to present a genuine novelty.

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CALIFORNIA JUNIOR CHAMPIONSHIP - by Al Raymond 


(The following excerpts from a letter to the directors of the CSCF 
from the chairman of the board, dated January 7, 1959, describe the 
California Junior Tournament to be held in June, 1959: ) 


Most of us are painfully aware that there has been no Califor- 
nia Junior Chess Championship Tournament in the paste Our promising 
junior chess players have missed a desirable opportunity to win 
recognition for their chess efforts and skill. Occasionally they 
have scored very high and have even won the adult tournaments; how- 
ever for the most part they have been without a path to gain recog- 
nition for an ability which certainly all of us prize highly. 


Since coming to Lancaster I have been successful in getting 
chess taught as an elective in the elementary schools of Palmdale 
and Lancastere The local Los Angeles County recreation department 
office has generously supported our chess club and the Lions Clubs 
of both cities have donated trophies for the various events we have 
held for our local juniors. 


Mr. Lee Lucas, who heads the County Park here, and I have been 
looking into the possibility of getting the different county recrea- 
tion departments throughout the State to hold preliminary tourna- 
ments and then we would bring the finalist here for a playoff. The 
annual State-wide Yo-yo contest is held in this manner. 


However, coordinating such a plan would take quite a bit of 
time and we have come to the conclusion that for the first tourney 
it would be better to hold an Open Event so that any junior can 
enter; but we intend to provide free room and board for a select 
twenty-fivee In this matter we could select those who already have 
high national ratings and with the help of federation members com- 
plete the list of those specially invited and eligible for the free 
service. 


Mrse Lois Little, assistant to Mr. John Hufsteller who heads 
the Special Service Section of the Los Angeles County Department 
of Parks and Recreation, came up yesterday to confer with me on the 
project and assured me of complete cooperation on the part of her 
department including not only the Lancaster facilities but clerical 
help and stationery and postage expenses from the office below? 


Mr. Lucas of the local office has felt out contacts he has 
with the local service clubs in regard to getting support for the 
affair and he has gotten a favorable reaction everywhere. 


I am president of Chess for Youth Inc. and in that organiza- 
tion we have funds available to support the event. In fact, before . 
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beating the drums, I believe that I could guarantee as first prize 
$150 expense money to the highest-placing junior who intends to 
participate in the National Tournament. 


If need be we can use one of the county buildings as a dormi- 
tory for the select twenty-five; however, we feel that we can get 
the cooperation of the local motels for this purpose and intend to 
go after ite 


We have tentatively set the date for this tourney for four 
days in June as soon as school is oute Ome day to assemble and 
three days for the seven-round Swiss. 


As board chairman, then, I am making an official poll of the 
board members asking that the California State Chess Federation 
authorize Chess for Youth Inc. and the Los Angeles Department of 
Parks and Recreation as co-sponsors, to conduct a California State 
Chess Championship tournament for the juniors of the State, in 
Lancaster this Junee

On Monday, July 20, 1959, the 60th Annual U.S. Open will begin 
at the Hotel Sheraton-Fontenelle in Omaha, Nebraskae A players? 
meeting will be held at 3:00 PeMe and the first round will be held 
at 7:00 PeMe There will be one round every night thereafter until 
the final round on August 1, except for Saturday, July 25, when the 
UeSe Speed Championship will be held. 


The Open will be preceded by the 14th Annual Junior, from 
July 13th to 18the The Junior will be held at the Hotel Rome. 
(This will be the first time that both tournaments will be held in 
the same city.) The Junior will be either 8 or 10 rounds, depending 
upon the entry list. 


Entry fees are $15 for the Open, zero for the Junior (except 
for the requirement of USCF membership ($5). Rooms at the air- 
conditioned Fontenelle range from $6.50-$9.50 single and $9-$13 
double.

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BOOK REVIEW: BENJAMIN FRANKLIN AND CHESS IN EARLY AMERICA — 
Ralph Ke Hagedorn — The University of Pennsylvania Presse 


This is an essential book for the scholar and collector of 
chess literaturee Ralph K. Hagedorn (a Californian by adoption — 
Hip, Hip, Hooray!) has done the chess community a solid silver 
service by gathering in one volume a detailed list of early American 
chess writings, plus the complete text of Franklin's "The Morals of 
Chess," in addition to all known facts about chess in the life of 
Benjamin Franklin. 


"For life is a kind of chess, in which we have often points to 
gain, and competitors or adversaries to contend with, and in which 
there is a vast variety of good and ill events, that are, in some 
degree, the effects of prudence or the want of ite 


"And, lastly, we learn by chess the habit of not being dis- 
couraged by present bad appearances in the state of our affairs, the 
habit of hoping for a favorable change, and that of persevering in 
the search of resources." 


So wrote Ben Franklin and these two fine sentences are worthy 
of being remembered. Any tournament player, for instance, by strict 
"yersevering in the search for resources," could win an important 
extra point now and then. Nevertheless, I would not recommend this 
book for the player seeking specific techniques to improve his 
skill. It is just not that kind of book and there is not a game 
score in ite 


Among several interesting photographs we find a clear picture 
of Ben Franklints chessmen set up on his folding chessboarde Can 
anyone explain why the right-hand corner square is a black one? 
Have the rules changed? Or is it a trick of photography? Or am I 
wrong — isntt a white square supposed to be in the right-hand 
corner? 

One fascinating bit of history — when Benjamin Franklin 
visited London two years before the Revolutionary War he received 
an invitation to play chess with the sister of Lord Howe, a promi- 
nent British diplomat. Since the lady and Franklin were both well- 
known chessplayers, their subsequent meetings attracted small 
notice. 


Behind the scenes, however, Lord Howe himself wished to talk, 
unobserved, to Franklin about the growing unrest in the 13 colonies. 
He felt that Franklin was possibly the one man who might bring 
peace rather than ware The secret negotiations failed of their 
purpose but reveal one little-known sidelight on the history of our 
country — when chess served as a smoke-screen for high-level diplo- 
Macy

The cause of chess suffered a sad blow on January 28, 1959, 
with the death of long-time CSCF Director for San Diego, Dudley! He 
Hosea, in his 63rd yeare Although Dudley had not been very active 
in State-wide affairs due to a prolonged illness, he was a never- 
failing source of assistance and inspiration for all local events. 

The Point Loma Chess Club, located in his home, provided a 
meeting place where all chess players were welcomed and served as 
a nucleus for all activities in the county. Many memorable events 
were held there — few will forget Nichola Rossolimots 1955 night 
exhibition of 40 boards, held on the terrace overlooking San Diego 
larbor — and the list of fine players, including Rossolimo, Larry 
Evans, Jim Sherwin, Al Horowitz, Imre Konig, Herman Steiner, Paul 
Benko and John Purdy, who at one time or another enjoyed the warm 
hospitality of his home, is truly impressive. They were all his 
friends, as were the lowliest pawn pushers from seven to seventy. 


Dudley was that rare soul, a man with a passionate love of the 
game matched by a vigorous and youthful outlook and a readiness to 
sacrifice himself in chess promotion. He could be relied upon to 
support any worthwhile chess cause in every conceivable way, and 
the problem with him was to keep him from devoting energies to chess 
that he simply did not have to sparee He cannot be replaced and we 
can only hope that his many friends will Ler to carry on his good 
worke 


To his gracious wife, Dorothea, and to his son and daughter, 
Dudley Jre and Dorother, the CHESS REPORTER extends its deepest 
sympathies in the name of all California chess players. 





Al Bishop, who represented Sacramento in many important 
matches, died suddenly October 6, 1958. Al took up serious chess 
late in life and became a feared match and tournament player in a 
very short time.

Another important election will be that for directors to the 
UeSe Chess Federation. California Ls presently represented by Henry 
Gross, Harry Borochow, Spencer Van Gelder, Lyn Henderson, P.D. Smith, 
and William Rebold. Because the USCF membership in California has 
zoomed of late, we will be entitled to nine directors in 1959-60. 
The practice recently has been toelect those representatives who are 
expected to attend the meetings of the USCF — this year, in Omaha. 
It is also possible to authorize those directors going to Omaha to 
nominate from the floor there, bycaucus, afterdetermining who is on 
hand from California. In 1958, for example, we only elected five — 
who nominated and elected, at Rochester, the sixth, Bill Rebold. 


In addition to the usual reports from the Secretary, Treasurer, 
tournament committee, and THE CALIFORNIA CHESS REPORTER, the 1959 
CSCF meeting will have a report from the rating committee appointed 
last year (Irving Rivise, Sidney Weinbaum and Gene Rubin). Rating 
systems in use here by He Rader and R. Karch will be discussed. 
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NORTHERN CALIFORNIA VS. SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 


On Sunday, May 31, 1959, two teams representing the flower of 
California chess will battle inthe 26threnewal ofthe annual classice 
As in recent years, the teams will be upwards of 50 boards each and 
a turnout of 75 is expected. This will mean a total turnout of 150. 


The North-South match began in 1926 following a series of 
telegraphic matches. The early matches were played on 12 boards 
until 1931, when the teams were expanded to 25. After a World Warll 
halt from 1941 to 1945, inclusive, competition was resumed in 1946, 
and in 1948 it was found that 25 boards were not enough — everybody 
was anxious to get into the act. There were 56 boards in 1948, and 
the high water mark was 73 in 1957. 


lthough the North has a commanding lead in the series, since 
Charles Henderson assumed the captaincy of Southern California in 
1956 the South has been formidablee The Rebels lost a close one in 
1958, but won in both 1956 and 1957. Who will win the 1959 match? 
We don*t know, but we can guarantee that everybody will have a good 
time 

One of the most gratifying things about the North-South match 
is the meeting of old friends. There are no less than 32 players who 
have played ten times or more, and eight men will be eligible for the 
ten-year pin this time. There are 115 who have received the five- 
year pine Two players have played in every match since 1926 — Fred 
N. Christensen and William P. Barlow of the Northe Guthrie McClain 
(22), Wade Hendricks (20) of the North and Harry Borochow (19), E.P. 
Elliott (19) and C.J. Gibbs (19) of the South are other old-timers.

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BOOK REVIEW: 1958 INTERZONAL TOURNAMENT PORTOROZ by The 
British Chess Magazine-76 pages—($2.00) 


This is the second in the BCM Quarterly series of tournament 
books -- and typical of BCM it is tastefully and concisely produced. 
Although there are no diagrams, the game scores are clearly printed 
in the English descriptive notation, without notes, carefully cross- 
referenced as to openings, opponents, etc. And the authors have 
left little in doubt about the nature of this great tournament, with 
the results of the nine Zonal tournaments leading up to the Interzo- 
nal and a full explanation of the World Championship Cycle. It 18a 
complete tournament book. 


And, as it happened, the tournament itself proved to be one of 
the most interesting dramas in recent chess history. For one thing, 
it marked the entry of Fischer into international prominence (against 
even greater odds than Capablanca faced in 1911 when he took his 
place in the chess world). Then there was the shock of Bronstein 
losing to tail-ender Cardozo in the last round, thereby failing to 
qualify for the Candidates! Tournament (and there is more to that 
story, too). Something of an inspiration to chessplayers who are 
not prodigies was the showing of Benko. Rated third in Hungary, now 
without a country but residing in the U. S., Benko took third place 
almost on determination alone. And for once the Russians were con- 
spicuously absent from the top six places (Tal, the winner, is Lat- 
vian; Petrosian, fourth place, is Armenian). No less than eight 
Crandmasters finished below them, Benko, Fischer, Gligoric and Olaf- 
sson. 


Tournament books, it seems to me, are often overlooked as being 
merely "records", whereas they are usually as exciting as a good 
novel. Here you can follow the round-by-round fortunes of Fischer, 
on his way to qualifying for the Candidates Tournament for the World 
Championship. Here you can see the ex-World Title Challenger Bron- 
stein stumbling at the finish line -- against "unknown" Cardozo and 
De Greiff. And, of course, you can observe the winnowing of opening 
variations throughout the tournament (and probably pick up a few 
ideas yourself). 


I can always recommend a tournament book —- but this one 
especially.

Here are undoubtedly 
the two youngest qualified aspirants for the title who have ever 
come forward, Their styles are well-rounded, yet markedly different, 
If Fischer is sometimes criticized for being overly cautious, then 
Tal is equally criticized (or praised, depending on your tastes) for 
taking too many chances.

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GAME OF THE MONTH 


Associate editors for THE REPORTER are hard to come by, and we 
welcome the return of Valdemars Zemitis. Val has been in Germany 
with our armed forces. He came home with a charming wife and baby, 
and has settled down in Berkeley. While in Germany, Val played chess ~ 
of which the following is an example — and gathered material for some 
articles. He attended the Chess Olympics in Munich, and his fine 
article is in this issue. He talked to the Russian chessplayers at 
Munich and gathered some background information for a forthcoming 
article on the sensational Michael Tal. 


Val Zemitis has had an interesting life. Son of a prominent 
Latvian family, he was very young when his country was invaded by 
the Russians and Germans in World War II — young for a soldier, 
that is, but- old enough to take care of himself through two major 
displacements. The first displacement was when the Russians swept 
into Latvia and took the young men to the east. Later, the Germans 
advanced into Russia and afforded Zemitis an opportunity to return 
to the west. This time, Zemitis stayed a while — as a student at 
the world-famous Gottingen University. When things settled down in 
Latvia after the war, the family properties were appropriated by the 
Latvian Peoples Republic, the family was scattered, and Zemitis 
came to America. He soon made his way to the University of Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley, where he made a name for himself in Bay Area 
chess circles.

This is one youfre not going to be able to do without. 


For not only does it contain the first self-annotated collec-— 
tion of Bobby Fischer's games — it also includes the "Game of the 
Century" in which Bobby defeated Donald Byrne; in addition, it 
reports the scores of the entire 20 games he played in the 1958 
Portoroz Interzonal Tournament; and, to complete the list of treas- 
ures, it contains a fine long introduction and story of his chess 
career by Bobby himself. 


The 54 games included in this book stand on their own merits. 
Fischer*ts notes are amazingly objective. He does not hesitate to 
criticize any move — whether it be his own or that of an opponent. 


In his autobiographical remarks, young Fischer demonstrates 
this same objectivity and capacity for self-criticism. With equal 
lack of emotional overtone, he can report taking sixth place in 
the North Central Championship in Milwaukee and then follow up with 
the story of how he won the U.S. Championship some four weeks later. 


At Portoroz, Bobby took 5th place in a strong field and earned 
the title of International Grandmaster at the age of 15 — the 
youngest in modern chess history. Nevertheless, his results against 
his top ten opponents at Portoroz were eight draws and two losses — 
which would hardly make you think of him as potential Worldts Chan- 
pion. However, to be fair, young Mikhail Tal, who won the tourney, 
scored only two wins, one loss, and seven draws against his top ten. 
Indeed, just for the sake of thoroughness, let me report that the 
real slashing tiger against top opposition was Fridrik Olafsson who 
won four, lost one, and drew five against his top ten opponents. 


But Portoroz was not the world championship, and Bobby has 
that amazing capacity to improve. Would it be too much to draw an 
analogy? let us say that the North Central Championship in Mil- 
waukee was just before the U.S. Championship and Bobby took 6th 
in one and lst place in the other. Now Portoroz is just before 
the Challenger's Tournament for the right to compete for the cham- 
pionship of the world. Bobby took 5th in one; will he take first 
in the other? . 
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But let us not expect too much too soon. Llet us just say of 
Bobby, this child of American chess, what we would say of our own 
children. Develop to the limit of your capacity, and whatever 
that limit and that capacity may be, we will be glad to have had 
you around.

Minutes of the 26th regular annual meeting held in the Hotel 


California, Fresno, California, May 50, 1959: 


President Phil D. Smith called the meeting to order at 10:25 PM 
tn the Sequoia Room. 


Secretary Spencer Van Gelder read the minutes of the 1958 annual 
meeting. The minutes were adopted as read. 


The Treasurer's report was read by Ralph Hultgren, Treasurer. 
This report shows a membership as of May 30, 1959 of 395:members and 
a healthy cash surplus. Mr. Hultgren suggested that while various 
southern California leagues and clubs are requiring that players in 
their tournaments must be members of the USCF, it should also be re- 
quired that they be members of the CSCF.

The chairman directed the Secretary to send o1t ballots for 
election of officers of CSCF as of January 1, 1960 for the year 1960. 


It was reported that the only offer received for a place to hold 
the California Open was from Fresno. It was decided to withhold 
acceptance for 30 days to await any other offers, and in the event of 
any other offers being received, to poll directors on the subject by 
mail. If no other offers are received within this period, the Tourna- 
ment Director is authorized to accept the offer to hold the Open in 
Fresno. 


On motion of Al Raymond, seconded by Carl Bitzer, the President 
was authorized to appoint assistant presidents of CSCF at his dis- 
cretion to act as tournament organizers and/or directors for outlying 
areas.

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GAMES OF THE MONTH - NORTH vs. SOUTH, 1959 by Val Zemitis 


The top board was represented by International Master Imre 
Kénig (N) and USCF Master Irving Rivise (S). Mr. Kénig is an excel- 
lent theoretician, and for his achievements on the international 
scene for several decades was awarded the title of International 
Master. He is the author of several interesting books, one of 
which, "From Morphy to Botwinnik," I can especially recommend to 
every chess player. This book, to my knowledge, is the only one 
which clearly illustrates the evolution of chess ideas in the last 
fifty years. Now Konig is relaxing after a successful chess career, 
is working on another book and contributing articles to various 
chess magazines, and, of course, once in a while shows his ability 
to fellow Californians in an over-the-board game. 


Irving Rivise started his chess career on the Atlantic coast 
in the nation's chess citadel, New York, and spread his talent for 
the royal game across the country to the Pacific. He, too, knows 
chess theory intimately but prefers unusual and frequently even 
obscure variations, which he studies and fits to his style - a task 
not easily done and requiring thorough insight into chess strategy.

Pruner is one of the tal- 
ented representatives of the 
younger generation.
